From the London Gilohe. 

A Bucharest correspondent describes @ cu- 
rious result’ following the reagnt earthquake 
Which passed underthat citv. The soil of 
Bucharest is a rich, black, porotis, Vevatalle 
mold very springy under pressure, ands ear- 
riages passing in the street cause a strone 
Vibaration in the adjacent houses. The corre- 
spondent says; “The Grand Hotel Boulevard, 
however, Was an exception to this general 
rule, and inmy reom, facing the principal 
street son Which there ix aheavy traffic, 1 
never could feel any sensible effeet from pass- 
ing vehicles. During the earthquake the win- 
dows and crockery ino Jess massively con- 
structed buildings rattled very sensibiv, . 
whereas there was no audible sound producedt . 
in the hotel mentioned. Since the earthquake 
shock, however, this state of things hus 
changed enttrely, and every vehicle passing 
the hotel causes vibration in the whole. build- 
ne. The singular part in this change con- 
sists in the fact that the cifeet produced by 
the vehicle is precisely the same as that ac- 
companying the earthquake. [tis not « jar as 
previously produced in other buildings, but a 
sawing motion. This movement is so great as te 
cause pictures to sway backward and forward 
on the walls, and itis equally pereeptible tn 
the rear corner rooms farthest from the street.

tinue to stupify the reader. The Czar is 
crandiosely informed that we have driven the 
Turecomen out and pursued them « great dist- 
ance, slaughtering vast numbers: Then the 
cold bulletin of the- battle narrates that the 
Russian mines having attained the outer wall 
were fired and the fort destroy- 
ed. Quite likely indeed, that the 
defenders withdrew, but the General's im- 
aginative and lurid picture of pursuit seems 
to be lacking in what the French call vraisem- 
blance—since it is subsequently detailed that 
the Turcoman forces stood upon a neighbor- 
ing hill while the dead were buried and curi- 
ously enough were the first to give the signal 
for the resumption of hostilities—an inelins- 
tion which, it is hardly necessary to point out, 
is not usually in the power of defeated forces.
